It is ailed ged in all the newspapers in this 
»'ale which adopt the reasoning of “the Ad- 
i rcss,” that no spirit of compromise or con¬ 
ciliation entered into the composition of the 
I lie Tariff’act, and that its sole, object w as to 
•■•uifer additional bounties upon the Tarill 
tales, and to increase the burthens of the 
,-hinting stales. My opinion of that act I have 
-heady expressed; and it is not my intention 
now to ascribe to it merits which 1 have hith¬ 
erto denied to it; but I cannot refrain from 
h limiting, that the act oT July. 133-2, docs 
contain some provisions which piocecd from a 
-piril of compromise and conciliation on the 
parts ol the advocates of protection. 

It is notorious that loud and reiterated com 
i taints were made in the Southern States, and 
particularly in South Carolina, on account ol 
-te high duties upon coarse woollens and blan¬ 
kets, and upon cutton bagging,'and that the. 
..ilics upon them were diminished to gratify 
-tiid conciliate the South. After March, 1333, 
upon coarse woollens, of a value not exceed 
ing 73 cents each, the duly will he almost nom¬ 
inal, being 5 per cent, ad valorem; nr.d upon 
cutton bagging, the duly will he reduced from 
a to 34 cents the square yard. 1 have read 
in numerous publications in the newspapers 
of this city, that the woollens and the blankets 
which are imported by the planters for their 
negroes, cannot be purchased at the prices 
limited by the Act, so as to he included with¬ 
in the reducid duty of 5 per centum.

The 
foregoing duties which 1 have stated as uctu 
ally paid, arc taken from uu otlicial document 
ofllio treasury deparlmonl. It is thus seen that 
tho existing duties in every item, exceed those 
ofthcact ol I8J‘2,excepting upon wnollcnclolhs 
costing between 33 I 3 cents and 50 cents the 
square yard, and between bO cents and $1, 
the !qu«rc yard, when they arc less in a very 
small degree, hut upon such us cust more than 
$1 the square yard, they are considerably 
higher. This difference in the rate of duties 
is, by no means, the principle benefit derived 
(rom the late act; for by the substitution of ad 
valoram for minimum duties, ths manufactu¬ 
rers are deprived of what amounts almost to 
a monopoly, in the home market, as to al' 
woollen cloths, (lie prices of which are lie 
tween the minimum reductions. This fact 
iva«, openly, mid repeatedly avowed in the 
house ol representatives, during the pendepey 
of (lie hill, in tho last session of congress, and 
it was owing to the abolition of the ininimuius 
upon woollens, that the leading advocates ol 
the '‘American Sj stein’’ were so hostile to the 
passage of the law.* 

I have thus fellow citizens, submitted to you 
my reasons Tor the vole which I gave upon 
tho passage of the laic tarill ar t; anil my views 
of that uct, both in its immediate I'llects and 
ns compared with the existing tin ill'. I feel 
coqfnlent that my vote will lio approved of by 
all of you, who prefer conciliation and com 
promise to a rupture with tbu members of our 


confederacy. When a system lias long been 
established, which extensively controls die na¬ 
tional capital and labor, however unwisely 
it inay have been introduced, it cannot, sud¬ 
denly be abolished, without spreading desola¬ 
tion and ruin among millions, and communi¬ 
cating a pcriliotis shock to our tranquility and 
security. However we may deprecate a pro¬ 
tective tariff, in its principle and in its details 
—however iodignnntly, we may arraign the 
motives in which it originated uml the conse¬ 
quences resulting from it, the majority of the 
people arc nevertheless convinced, that it is 
warranted by the constitution, and rccomincn 
ded by the soundest policy. From the prev¬ 
alence of these sentiments nmong the ma¬ 
jority, and the legislative encouragement oi 
them by high and stimulating protective du¬ 
ties, immense tmpiials have been invested in 
numerous and-complicatcd branches of human 
industry, which it must be obvious ought not 
to bo interfered with, excepting with the ut¬ 
most caution, deliberation and forbearance 
Tints impressed ifitli tho importance, the in¬ 
tricacy, anil the delicacy of this subject, when 
(lio consideration of the tariff was brouglil up 
during the last session of congress, my anti¬ 
cipations of its movements were limited to 
such alterations, ns would lighten sonic of its 
burthens, obliterate some of its most ohnox- 
qus enactments, and manifest a temper and 
isposilion indicative, of still further aineliorr*, 
lion. When the foundations of the system 
should be thus undermined, the cheering pros¬ 
pect would be presented, that congress would 
gradually act upon the principles which ought 
never to lie lost sight of— dial domestic indus¬ 
try should only Ire incidentally protected; by 
dixies upon foreign importations. Although 
the tariff' of 133-2 is, in my opinion imperfect, 
although it retains no small porfion ol its an- 
ci*t defect!, although it still requires great 
and radical improvements, yet it docs nppeur 
to me that it makes such approaches to what 
it ought to be, as to render it worthy of ae- 
ceplaiice at this time, to every patriotic and 
ri ll.-cling statesman who seeks to obtain the 
recognition of the principles of free trade, by 
temperate and piacticablc means. 

'I'n what extent the duties and the revenue 
will lie reduced by the late tariff' act, l have 
nlfeaily shown. Surely, a diminution in the 
prdlrcling duties of $1,8!)!),05(1, and in the 
aggregate of the revenue from the customs of 
Vli.lSti.USS, is a relief in the gross and in the 
detail. Surely n diminution in taxes, which 
reduces their licit receipts from $17,-288,045, 
to 12,101,567, is a general benefit. These a 
meliorations, combined with some concessions 
to the South and the repeal of the mininiums 
upon woollens, uughi to he hailed wilh some 
satisfaction, as tliu Im Lungers of better times, 
and as leading to a more auspicious consum¬ 
mation; and more especially, ought vve to lio 
inspired with confidence, when it |$ recollect 
rd these reformations were effected, although 
they were opposed to tho utmost, by the firm¬ 
est zealots in tho cause of protection and al¬ 
though the hill which contained them, was 
voted against, by six of our own delegation, 
in the house of representatives. If thus much 
was achieved against obstacles so formidable 
die hope is proportionately ffattcring, that 
(hose who are willing to sacrifice the pride of 
opinion, ami the lust of power, to a spirit of 
amity and compromise, and to lay their re 
sciilinents, and passions and prejudices, upon 
the altar of their conimun country, will ac¬ 
complish greater objects, by llicjrjudicious 
and preserving appeals, uddrciscd TSIlic rea¬ 
son, gaud sense and real interests of tho-com 
inunity. lfy honest exertions thus directed, 
it may well he anticipated, that the delusions 
which have been created liy a selfish thegry 
will be Aisrw-tte.t—tlmt the revenue, at no ills 
taut jicriod, will be limited to (lie prouar ex 
penscs of the government—that the (aim lie 
so regulated, ns equally, to diffuse its burthens 
and its blessings, nmong a free, a prosperous, 
and a united people. When a eugper Inis 
hern opened, which may carry us to the goal 
at which we would arrive, shall we falter in 
the rouisu which we have commenced—shall 
we stop short in (lie progress to w hich we are 
invitid—shall wc supinely slumber on our 
posts when the victory may be won by dis 
cretion and perseverance? Shall tve instead 
of availing ourselves of that “tide in the af¬ 
fairs of men, which taken at the flood, leads 
on to prosperous famine," abandon whatever 
is dear to us ns patriots, whatsoever renown 
we have derived from our unceslurs, whatso¬ 
ever of glory wo have acquired abroad, and 
whatever uf liberty and happiness we have en¬ 
joyed, at home; and rashly barter away these 
inestimable treasures, to plunge into the vor 
(ex uf nullification? .‘ahull wc yield ourselves 
to be entangled in tho mazes of a political 
abstraction, which is cither so subtle ur so par 
uduxiculas to mock the understandings, or so 
false and so pernicious as to lead us into er¬ 
ror and danger? Shall wc, with our senses 
awakened, and our faculties roused, and our 
vigor unimpaired, mnrcli, tamely, under the 
banners of those, who,.while they profess to 
put down usurpation, themselves usurp 
power paramount to the constitution and th 
laws: who, while they proclaim that they w ill 
emancipate us from federal oppression by u 
pcacrful, rllic ient, and legitimate remedy 
would reduce us cither to the alternative or 
submitting to the government which we re 
sisted, or of seceding froiwllic federal Union? 
The first alternative would be degrading hu 
milialion. Should wo adopt tho other, th<^ 
United States, from the imperious dictates of 
self defence, would prescribe to ut such terms, 
as would prevent them from being injured 
by our separate commercial laws hiiiI re-pula 
lions; and to deliver ourselves from their in 
vation uf our sovereignty, should we resort to 
an ally, Ilia price ol Ills aid, would be (lie 
sacrifice of our independence. 

I will dwell no lunger upon such gloomy 
scenes. That the supreme ruler and director 
uf limnaii affairs, may in bis mercy, so incline 
our lii-arls and guide our counsels, us that the

It is sent to execute just judgment upon

If the Washington papers for the Eastern 
Shore of Monday nnd Friday morning were 
mailed with the Baltimore papers, we should 
receive them the same evening in Easton, and 
proportionably early along down the penin¬ 
sula. 

You will see by this statement, which will 
he verified, by every Post Master on the route, 
(hat there is not a single post office., at which 
■the Baltimore papers.are not received earlier 
than formerly, (or would he, if put into the 
mail by the publishers) and to some of the of¬ 
fices (he advantages of the change are very 
great indeed. 

The Hon. John S. Spence complains that 
Ills Baltimore Patriot is "never younger than 
7 days, and has often been lO days old.

The blacks were advanced in life and very in¬ 
temperate. There have been other cases, 
which are now convalescent. The exciting 
cause or these eases was found to he owing to 
the individuals indulging too freely in eating 
of watermelons, unripe fruit, fish and raw oys¬ 
ters.— Messenger. 

Cambridge, Md. Sept. 8.—It is our painful 
duty to state »hat three or four cases, believ¬ 
ed to be the Cholera, and two deaths, have 
occurred in this town since our last. Wo 
have heard of no case this morning.— Chron.

A splendid piece of workmanship in lolid 
gold, from th* mines of North Carolina, has 
been shown to us this morning, which is to 
sent to Gen. La Fayette.

B ivcights.—The richly* chased and cm- 
front is surmounted by an eagle, beau¬ 
tifully wrought, standing on the northern 
hemisphere, on which America and France 
are inscribed. A superb and tasteful frame 
work surrounds the devices; the American 
ig and that of the National Guard being dis¬ 
played with their spear points on each side. 
These form the basis of a shield, surrounded 
with various implements of war, and circled 
in the interior with a rich wreath. In the 
centre ofthe field, which is in dead gold, are 
raised medallions of Washington and La Fay¬ 
ette, remarkable well executed. Above is the 
Roman liclor's battle axe, connecting the 
wreath with the hemisphere; and beneath it 
is a shield, which are quartered the stars and 
stripes, the rising sun, borne on the shield of 
the state, the city arms, and the initials N. Y.

The following letter concerning Quarantine 
Regulations in Sweden, is published lor the in 
formation of persons trading with that coun 
try. 

Count De IVettersledt to .Mr. Hughes. 

Stockholm, 6th June,*1832. 

Sir—The Royal College of Commerce had, 
by a publication doted doth April last decreed, 
that vessels arriving from Ihe Ports of Fin¬ 
land, Russia, Prussia, Lulieck, Holstein, on 
the Baltic and from the Canal de Schleswig 
Holstein, from the hanks of the Elbe, Wcscr, 
and Kyden, or from the Holstein northern 
coast, would, from the 15th instant, be admit¬ 
ted into the Poits of Sweden without perfurin- 
ing any preliminary quarantine;provided they 
were possessed with certificates stating that 
the Cholera had not appeared at the place 
of departure, since Febnary. 

Whilst confirming. Sir, there raeaiures, I 
hasten lo inform you, that vessels thus hound, 
will have to cause an examination of their cer 
tificates at any quarantine ground at their op¬ 
tion, that may he near to the place of tlieir 
destination; and pay the quarantine visiting 
duties prescribed by section 28 of the Ordi¬ 
nance of 17th March, lo wit: 4 Scbellings for 
each last, and 2 Riks daters for the pratique— 
which duties consequently, shall nu more be 
required to be paid, rb was first required, at 
the place of destination.—You will easily con¬ 
ceive that these measures are wholly for the 
interest of trade. The examination of their 
ship paper* taking place in a quarantine es¬ 
tablishment, their authenticity and efficiency 
will be greater than if it were done by Ihe lo¬ 
cal authorities at their places of destination; 
and the navigation will thereby avoid the risk 
of being lent back for the least irregularity, to 
quarantine ground.
